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A NEW SPECIES OF THE GENUS

SUMMARY 

A new species of the genus Parasymphylodora, P. parasquamosa sp. n., is described 
from the intestine of Rutilus rutilus caspicus , R. rutilus fluviatilis , Leuciscus idus , Blicca 
bjorkna , Abramis brama, and A. ballerus. The species differs from all other representa¬ 
tives of this genus in the location of yolk glands in the hind third of the body and in other 
characters. The larva of the species has been described which was previously taken for 
Gercariaeum of the type «parasquamosum». The diagnosis of the genus is given.
